Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen; 

• I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1951,  which  has  been  prepared  according  to  the  instructions 
issued  by  the  Minister  of  Health,  and  on  the  lines  for  that  of 
1950. 

Staff  and  Administration , 

I regret  that  clerical  assistance  has  not  yet  materialized  in 
the  County  Council  Area  Office  from  which  I supervise  the  work  of 
lirea  5.  The  work  is  considerable  and  at  present  is  being  carried 
out  by  my  County  staff,  often  out  of  office  hours  and  with  neither 
official  nor  financial  recognition.  One  of  the  factors  which  led 
to  the  establishment  of  Health  areas,  was  the  appreciation  that 
the  divisions  in  the  responsibility  for  health  matters,  such  as 
exist  between  the  County  Council  and  District  Councils  are 
artificial  devices  and  the  full  benefit  of  my  joint  position  can 
only  be  forthcoming  if  as  much  routine  v;ork  as  possible  is 
ccntinlized  in  one  office  and  adequate  clerical  assistance  is 
forthcoming  there. 

The  County  Council  area  office,  formerly  at- Long  Stratton, 
moved  to  nev/  quarters  in  Aspland  Road,  Norwich,  in  November,  1951. 

Vita.l  Statistics . 

Detailed  figures  are  given  in  the  concleisions  to  this  report, 
whilst  certain  items  on  v^rhich  I have  seen  fit  to  comment  are 
dealt  with  belov?. 


General  Remarks . 

The  changes  in  social  and  economic  conditions  during  the  last 
few  years  have  been  so  rapid  and  for  reaching  that  it  is  difficult 
as  yet,  to  o.ssess  their  significance.  It  is  iDorhaps  unexpected 
that  in  spite- of  the  unprecedented  difficulties  of  the  times  in 
v^hich  'NO  live,  progress  has  been  made  in  o.  wide  variety  of  fields 
which  o.ffect  the  social  well  being  of  the  peoplOo  Many  of  these 
are  not  my  official  concern,  but  I would  point  out  tho.t  every 
index  by  which  we  are  accustomed  to  judge  the  health  of  the 
public,  such  as  infant  mortality  rates  oaid  death  routes,  Have  shovm 
stead^T-  improvement.  The  immediate  reasons  for  this  are  many  and 
complex,  but  generally  speaking  the  main  underlying  factor  has 
been  an  accelerated  awakening  of  socio.1  conscience  which  had  its 
fitfull  beginnings  in  the  lo.st  century. 

It  is  indeed  unf or tuna te ■ that  the  demand  for  better  living 
conditions  - better  housing,  more  of  those  legion  amenities  which 
modern  science  and  industry  can  provide  to  make  life  less  burden- 
some, should  come  at  a time  when  it  is  so  difficult  to  find  ways 
and  m.eans  of  bringing  them  within- the  reach  of  all.  With  s’ach 
carrots  before  the  donkeys'  noses,  it  is  understanda.ble  that  one 
can  snnse  frustration  affecting  both  those  v/ho  have  found  now 
horizons,  but  are  unable  to  reach  them,  as  well  as  those  who  are 
hard  put  to  it  to  maintain  those  standards  they  once  took  for 
granted. 


A mer.sure  of  the  change  in  your  area  is  that  the  clariiant  demand 
for  houses  continues,  both  in  spite  of  a relatively  static 
population  and  of  new  houses  constructed.  Here  there  wo.s  no  war 
damage  and  although  there  is  a tendency  for  families  to  be  smaller 
and  therefore  a larger  number  of  families  in  any  given  population, 

I feel; that  the  largest  single  cause  of  the  continuing  need  is  a 
demand  for  a general  raising  of  the  standard  of  living. 

Population,  Births  and  Deaths , 

The  Regis trp„r  General  estimates  your  populn,tion  at  3?  448  compared 
with  3 >509  in  1950.*  There  were  58  births  during  the  yeo.r  and 
55  deaths,  giving  a natural  increase  of  3.  There  thus  appears 
to  have  been  some  movement  of  persons  av\ray  from  your  area  during 
the  year. 

Causes  of  Death. 


There  v;ere  95  deaths,  of  which  only  5 occurred  under  the  o,go  of 
50.  There  V7ere  none  between  the  ages  of  5 and  30,  (Table  8). 
Cancer  accounted  for  5,  i.e.,  some  9fo  of  the  total.  There  were 
2 deaths  under  the  age  of  1. 

These  numbers  are  too  small  for  any  deductions  to  be  drawn 
from  the  rates  derived  from  them. 

Infectioeis  Diseases,  excluding  Tuberculosis . 

52  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  of  v/hich  50  were  due 
to  whooping  cough.  The  result  of  a cp.reful  - trial  carried  out  by 
the  Medico.l  Research  Council  during  the  year,  has  shown  that 
immunization  gives  considerable  protection  against  this  disease. 
Fev7or  cases  occur  and  those  which  do  arc  milder.  It  is  not, 
however,  as  effective  as  that  against  diphtheria.  Pending  other 
arrangements,  protection  is  available  to  a,ll  children,  through 
their  family  doctors.  It  is  during  the  first  year  of  life  that 
complico.tions  with  permanent  sequalae  arc  most  likely  in  this 
disease  and  every  effort  should -be  made  to  secure  the  innoculation 
of  children  as  soon  as  possible,  after  six  months  of  age. 

Tuberculosis , 

Pour  new  cases  V7ere  notified  during  the  yeo.r,  all  of  them 
pulmonarjr.  During  the  year  a complete  overhaul  of  the 
tuberculosis  register  has  beep,  undertaken,  v/ith  the  result  that 
the  total  now  reruaining  is  22.  I am  pleased  to  be  a,blc  to 
report  an  improvement  in  the  working  of  the  arrangements  for  the 
control  of  tuberculosis  and  the  bed  position  for  new  cases  is  as 
satisfo-ctory  here  as  anywhere,  judging  by  the  relatively  short 
v7omting  period. 

Immunization  and  Vp.ee ination , 

It  will  be  seen  from  Table  16,  that  some  70?o  of  the  children 
of  school  age  have  been  immunized  agpmnst  diphtheria,.  The 
figure  for  pre-school  children  hov/ever,  is  only  46^  and  I would 
like  to  see  this  higher.  The  figures  for  vaccination  in  Diss 
compare  favourably  with  the  rest  of  Area  5 and  for  the  country 
as  a whole,  as  shown  in  Table  17.

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Housingo 

During  1951 , 19  now  houses  have  been  conpletedo  Figures 
for  each  of  the  post-WcUr  years  are  shovm  in  Table  19 » 

When  deciding  on  the  typo  of  houses  to  be  built,  it  should 
be  renenborcd  that  the  "life'’  of  hou-ses  being  built  todo.y  is 
hardly  likely  to  bo  less  than  100  years  and.  the  bu.ildings  which 
the  Coiincil.  are  now  p)utting  up  v/ill  be.  the  nurturing  grounds  for 
four  generations  o.f  Diss  inhabitants. 

The  traditional  nulti-rooned  house  becones  functionally 
ridiculous  when  scaled  down  to  the  present  restricted  areas  and 
a nev/  approa.ch  to  design  has  become  imperative.  The  use  of  a 
dining  recess,  as  opposed  to  a separate  dining  room,  is  Icgica.l 
and  has  come  to  bo  accoptedL  as  pa,rt  solution  to  the  • problems  • 
presented  by  the  small  house.  The  question  arises,  hov^/ever,  as 
to  whether  there  should  be  a recess  in  the  kitchen  or  the  living 
room.  I am  strongly  opposed  to  the  former  practice,  which 
virtually  compels  the  family  to  ea.t  all  its  meals  in  the  kitchen, 
as  the  additional  spa,ce  added  to  the  kitchen  reduces  the  size  of 
the  living  room  to  a point  where  it  can  ha.rd.ly  be  used  as  a lounge- 
dining  room. 

There  is  alv/ays  an  a,ccumulation  of  moisture  associated  with 
cooking  and  it  is  undesirable  that  anyone  should  be  continuousls?’ 
in  such  an  atmosphere.  The  smell  of  cooking  is  apt  to  spoil  the 
appetite  of  the  housewife  and  where  there  are  infants,  the  sight 
of  diapers  is  hardly  likely  to  improve  the  asthetic  appeal  of  a 
meal.  From  the  point  of  view  of  education,  ea.ting  in  the 
kitchen  leads  to  slovenly  service  from  pots  and  pans,  as  v^ell  as 
reduced  standards  of  table  setting  and  table  ma.nners.  Hov;  can  it 
be  otheiowise , \iheii  a heap  of  uirwashed  pets  and  pans  and  the  daily 
wash,  are  one’s  dining  companions. 

I have  hea.rd  the  argument  advanced  that  the  people  of  Diss 
have  always  dined  thus,  but  this  need  only  be  mentioned  to  be 
sumnarily  dismissed.  I do  not  believe  that  all  the  people  the 
Council  have  re-housed  have  been  accustomed  to  this  practice  and 
I certainly  consider  that  the  Council  should  do  all  it  can  to 
encourage  the  community  in  better,  rather  than  poorer  practices. 

The  importance  of  adequate  heating  is  another  question  to 
which  I should  like  to  draw  attention.  In  this  country,  we 
still  thinls:  in  terms  of  heating  rooms  instead  of  houses. 

The  o,dvantage  of  the  properly  heated  Jaouse  can  be  simply  stated 
- all  the  rooms  can  be  lived  in,  instead  of  one.  This  is 
particularly  importo.nt  at  the  'iresent  time,  because  of  the 
relatively  high  occupancy  rate  in  Co^^ncil  houses  and  the 
reduction  in  floor  area,  necessitated  by  economies. 

Various  members  of  the  family  can  be  spread  through  the 
house  and  the  furnishing  of  an  upstairs  room  as  a bed-sitting 
room  boconos  possible.  This  tends  to  distribute  the  family 
life  and  reduce  domestic  friction.  The  upstairs  bed-sitting 
room  can  become,  for  the  adolescent,  "a  room  of  their  ovm" , in 
which  they  co.n  sit,  work  and  invite  their  friends.  An 
epporfunity  which  never  existed  before,  is  thus  provided  for 
them  to  develop  their  characters. 
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By  thus  spreading  the  fanily  life  throughout  the  house,  the 
risk  cf  the  spreading  of  inf-ection  is  also  reduced. 

Another  point,  snail  hut  of  considerable  inportance,  is  tho/lj 
we  should  control  the  entry  of  o.ir  into  a room,  as  well  as  into 
the  firOo  Every  appliance  which  burns  fuel  requires  a certain 
amount  of  air  and  this  must  be  forthcoming  from  somewhere, 
usually  round  the  window  frames,  under  the  doors  and  through 
keyholes.  Many  are  the  crude  attempts  made  to  block  up  such 
sources  of  draft.  If  they  wore  successful,  the  only  result  would 
be  that  the  fire  would  go  out  I 

There  are  Severn,!  tyjDOs  of  appliance  which  utilize  an  under- 
the-floor  duct  leading  from  the  the  outside  air  to  the  hearth, 
and  the  provision  of  such  air  entry  is  worth  considering  in  new 
houses . 

So  far,  over  100  houses  have  been  placed  in  Category  5.  as  a 
result  of  the  survey,  i,e,,  incapable  of  repair  at  a reasonable 
cost.  I would  emphasize  that  houses  placed  in  Category  5,  in 
the  opinion  of  your  Officers,  have  already  passed  beyond  the  state 
where  they  can  bo  of  any  further  use  to  the  community.  Except 
in  exceptional  circumstances,  continued  deterioration  is  all  that 
can  be  expected  for  these  properties.  Earing  the  year,  four 
demolition  orders  v/ere  made  by  the  Council.  Houses  o.re  becoming 
worn  cut  at  a greater  rate  than  this.  The  number  of  inhabited 
dwellings  in  your  Eistrict  is  1,231  and  it  follov/s  that  at  the 
present  rate  of  clearance,  it  will  be  at  least  30  years  before  the 
present  unsatisfactory  houses  are  dealt  with.  On  the  basis  cf 
ICO  years  as  the  coverage  useful  live  of  a house,  an  average  of  12 
require  to  be  dealt  v\Fith  privateljr,  or  by  the  Council  every  year  - 
this  o.ssuming  there  is  no  back  log,  such  a,s  exists  at  present. 

I would  recommend  the  Council  to  consider  adopting  a definite 
policy  tov;ards  the  clearance  of  these  places. 

I would  further  dravv  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  fact 
that  of  the  213  applicants  for  new  houses,  only  some  1C  are  knovm 
to  be  living  in  Category  5 accommodation.  (Pull  information  is 
not  available).  I am  sure,  however,  that  only  a relatively  small 
percentage  of  those  living  in  unfit  accommodation  have  seen  fit  to 
make  application  for  a Council  tenancy.  I do  not  know  to  what 
extent  this  is  duo  to  the  fact  that  they  arc  content  to  live  in 
their  present  conditions,  or  that  they  feel  unable  to  afford  the 
rent  of  a now  house,  heavily  subsidized  though  it  nay  be. 

Sooner  or  later,  the  Council  will  have  to  face  up  to  the  need  of 
whmt  is  virtually  slum  clearance. 

The  Housing  Act,  1949?  gave  the  Council  po^ver  to  build  for  all 
classes,  but  it  is  necessary  for  care  to  be  taken  that  provision 
is  still  made  for  that  portion  of  the  community  for  which  local 
authorities  were  originally  given  pov/er  to  build,  i.e,,  those 
who  v/ere  for  some  reason  unable  to  provide  a satisfactory  hone 
fox'*  theiaselves  and  their  families.  In  so  far  as  there  are 
persons  in  need  of  re-housing  on  public  health  grounds,  it  is 
within  m.,y  province  to  point  out  that  there  are  families  living  in 
Council  houses  v/hose  overall  income  is  such  as  to  render  a state 
subsidy  quite  unnecessary. 

Earing  the  year  seven  further  oases  of  sta'tTutory  overcrowding 
were  reported  to  the  Health  Committee,  bringing  the  total  to  9? 
and  I an  pleased  to  record  that  the  Council  has  arranged  to 
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re-house  seven  of  these.  In  addition j eight  other  families 
occupying  houses  prejudicial  to  health,  vYcre  re-housed.  The 
standard  of  sto.tutory  overcrowding  as  laid  dovm  in  the  Housing 
Act,  is  extrenely  low,  allov\ring  in  some  cases,  10  persons  to 
occupy  a threo-bedrooned  house,  A standard  based  on  bedrooms 
alone,  is  much  more  realistic  and  I would  suggest  that  the 
Council  consider  v/hether  it  would  not  be  v/isc  to  adopt  such  a 
standard  as  its  own  v/orking  basis. 

Allocation  of  Council  Houses. 

With  the  housing  list  as  long  as  it  is  and  the  reasons  for 
applicants  requiring  nev?  houses  being  so  varied,  the  Housing 
Committee  has  indeed  faced  a thanloless  and  difficult  task  in 
allocating  new  houses, 

I v/ould  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  endorse  the  fact 
that  a great  deal  of  time  and  great  care  has  been  taken  by  the 
Council  in  discharging  this  responsibility,  but  I cannot  help 
feeling  that  it  v/o\HLd  be  a-n  advantage  if  time  were  available, 
for  up  to  date  reports  to  be  presented  by  the  Council's 
officers  on  the  exact  circumstances  of  short  listed  applicants, 
before  final  allocation  is  made.  This  is  not  possible  if 
tenants  are  short  listed  and  houses  allocated  a,t  the  same  meeting. 

Old  People's  Hou sing , 

It  is ■ a pity  that  the  Alms  Houses  at  Victoria  Road,  old  though 
they  are,  are  falling  into  dis-repair,  for  lack  of  funds.  They 
stand  on  a considerable  area  of  land  and  I see  no  reason  why  v. 
number  of  old  persons'  bungalows  should  not  be  built  upon  it. 
Accommodation  for  the  District  Nurse  could  also  be  provided 
there,  with  advantage,  and  the  old  buildings  could  house  the 
old  peopletSs  Club  and  possibly  a canteen,  I know  the  Council 
ho.s  desired  action  in  respect  of  this  site  for  some  time  and  I 
trust  that  no  technicalities  v/ill  interfere  with  the  taking  of 
positive  action. 

Problem  Damilies. 

There  o,re,  in  your,  as  in  other  districts,  a number  of  house- 
holds which  are  best  classed  as  "iDroblem  families". 

Each  family  is  a separate  loroblem  in  itself  but  there  are  a 
number  of  circumstances  Y/hich  characterise  a high  proportion  of 
then,  e.g.,  intractable  ineducability,  instability  or  infirmity 
of  character  of  one  or  both  parents.  These  together  express 
themselves  in  the  persistent  neglect  of  children,  in  f ecklessness , 
irresponsibility,  improvidence  in  the  conduct  of  life  and 
indicipline  in  the  hone  v/herein  dirt,  poverty  and  squalor  are 
often  conspicuous. 

I do  not  knov^  hov/  many  such  families  there  are  in  your 
district  but  I estimate  it  conservatively  at  100  for  the  foYir 
districts  comprising  Area  5. 

A serious  feature  and  one  which  indicates  the  size  of  the 
problem  is  the  fact  that  these  families  tend  to  have  more 
chj.ldron  than  others  - the  average  number  of  children  in  a 
group  in  Bristol  v\fas  4*34  per  family  - and  these  children,  v/hich 
probably  number  a.bout  50C  in  Area  5,  ond  3/4,000  in  the  County 
of  Norfolk,  are  brought  up,  irrespective  of  their  intelligence 
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in  squo.lid  conditions  which  they  tend  to  perpetuo.te  when  they 
groM  up,  narry  and  start  their  own  hones. 

These  fanilies,  mny  of  then  known  to  you  individuoully , are 
brought  to  the  official  notice  of  this  Council  nainly  through 
their  housing  circunstances  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
ncojority  are  in  urgent  need  of  better  housing  conditions, 

I a.n  of  the  op)inion,  however,  that  nuch  nore  conprohensive 
measures  than  rehousing  alone  are  required  if  there  is  to  be 
any  hope  of  rehabilitating  a.  substantia,!  proportion  of  thrse 
fanilies  - even  nore  important,  if  there  is  to  be  any  hope  of 
Xireventing  the  relatively  large  number  of  children  following  in 
their  po.rents*  footsteps. 

At  the- present  tine,  the  problem  in  Norfolk  is  dealt  with 
piecenea.l,  each  department  giving  what  help  it  can  and  most 
hesita.ting  to  give  any  at  all  because  of  the  belief  that  any 
help  given  is  wasted.  There  is  urgent  need  for  a comprehensive 
overall  policy  in  regard  to  these  fa.nilies  which  would  incliide 
an  assessment  of  their  number  a,nd  type  and  ensure  co-ordina,tion 
betv/een  all  the  interested  parties. 

My  experience  suggests  tho.t  a major  factor  in  the  majority  of 
those  families  is  the  presence  of  a mother  of  poor  intelligence 
who  has  sufficient  intelligence  not  to  require  statutory  super- 
vision but  not  sufficient  ability  to  maintain  a home  - a job 
which  requires  ability  to  plan,  budget  and  sustain  an  organized 
wo.y  of  life, 

A mo.n  of  similar  intelligence  level  can  almost  always  earn  his 
own  living  because  the  jobs  ho  is  able  to  retain  are  usually 
those  where  he  is  required  to  do  routine  \?ork  under  supeia^ision 
and  v^hich  make  no  demands  on  his  initiative. 

The  children  from  these  families  can  bo  picked  out  without 
much  difficulty  a.t  school  and  I doubt  if  the  content  of  education 
provided  for  them  at  present  is  that  which  will  be  most  likely 
to  prevent  their  perpetu.ating  the  circumstances  when  they  them- 
selves become  adult. 

The  factual  information  available  is  however  very  limited 
and  the  v/hole  matter  requires  much  more  o.ttention  than  has  been 
given  to  it  heretofore. 

Health  Centre . 

Although  the  population  of  your  Pown  is  only  some  4,00C  it  is 
the  effective  centre  of  a much  larger  community  - probabl5r  in 
the  region  of  15/20,000,  o.bout  half  of  which  is  drawn  from 
S-uff  oik. 

The  nearest  comprehensive  hospital  services  are  situated  in 
Norwich  and  Ipsvvich  - both  equidistant  a.t  about  22  miles  - and 
any  persons  seeking  specialist  advice  or  requiring  outpatient 
•breo.tment  must  travel  to  one  of  these  places. 

The  Norfolk  County  Council  provides  some  clinics  locally,  e.g, 
the  Infa.nt  Welfare  Centre,  Speech  thera.py,  Orthopaedic  and  Dentml 
clinics.  At  present  these  are  hold  v/herover  space  ca,n  be 
provided  for  them. 
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There  is  need  for  additional  local  specialist  facilities, 
gynaecological , ear,  nose  and  throat  and  child  guidance  clinics. 

The  provision  of  these  facilities  would  be  the  responsibility  of 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Taking  all  things  into  consideration,  I consider  there  is  a 
very  good  case  for  the  provision  of  a snail  purpose  built  health 
centre  in  the  town.  What  is  required  is  a schene  sinilar  to 
that  entered  upon  a,t  Ikirlow,  where  a snail  health  centre  has  been 
built  within  the  franework  of  a.  pair  of  Council  Houses  in  such  a 
way  that  conversion  back  to  ordina,ry  living  acconiaodation  could  be 
a sinple  natter  if  the  prenises  v/ere  found  too  snail  or  otherwise 
unsuitable. 

The  Council  nay  like  to  consider  ways  and  neans  of  achieving 
this  very  desirable  object. 

National  Assistance  Act  1948  and  Anended  Act  1931 . 

Your  Medical  Officer  has  now  been  appointed  authorised  officer 
for  the  iDurpose  of  the  above  Acts. 

No  action  was  taken  in  connection  ¥/ith  these  iDowers  during  the 
year. 

Sewage  Disposal  and  Conservancy. 

During  the  year  a najor  inprovenent  has  been  nade  in  the  nethod 
of  night  soil  collection  and  the  enp tying  of  cess  pools  and  vaults. 
This  has  nov/  been  put  out  to  contract  instea.d  of  being  operated  by 
direct  labour,  as  fornerly.  So  far,  the  new  arrangements  have 
been  satisfactory  in  every  sense.  The  v/ork  is  done  more  cheaply, 
more  satisfactorily  and  more  expeditiously^  and  the  Council  has 
rccuson  to  be  pleased  with  its  efforts  in  this  direction. 

Welter  Supply. 

ihe  min  supply  to  the  town  ha.s  remained  satisf a,ctory  in  quantity 
a,nd" quality  during  the  year. 

Fluorine . 

A considora,ble  body  of  evidence  has  accumulated,  which  suggests 
that  the  presence  of  fluorine  in  drinking  water  retards  the 
onset  of  dental  decay.  The  town  supply  has  been  analysed  during 
the  year  for  its  fluorine  content  o,nd  I an  pleased  to  report  that 
the  naturally  occurring  quantity  is  1,7  parts  per  million  in  the 
untreated  water  and  0.9  parts  per  million  after  treatment.  The 
latter  is  thought  to  approxino,te  to  the  optimum  figure.  The 
mechanism  in  the  reduction  of  the  quantity  associated  v/ith  the 
softening  iDrocess  has  not  yet  been  investigated. 

Slaughter  House. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  Sanitary  Inspector's  Report  that 
very  considerable  numbers  of  amimals  are  slaughtered  each  yea.r 
in  the  Ministry  of  Pood's  slaughter  house  in  the  tov/n.  Although- 
financial  stringency  nay  prevent  improvements  at  the  present  tine, 

I v/ould  like  to  place  on  record  my  opinion  that  the  present 
slaughterhouse  is  poorly  situated,  too  smull,  out  of  date  and 
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generally  unsatisfactory  for  dealing  with  such  a large  quantity  of 
neat , 


I v\fould  like  to  express  iiy  thanks  to  Council  Menbers  for  their 
co-operation,  to  the  Clerk,  Mr.  C.R.V/illianson,  and  to  Mr,  Striblcy 
tand  his  successor,  Mr.  Hev\/itt,  for  their  co-op ero.ti on  throughout 
the  year.  I an  also  indebted  to  the  staff  of  ny  office  for 
considerable  help  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.

HOUSING. 


INSPECTIONS. 

Pu-ring  the  year  a total  of  239  vis  its/ inspect  ions 
liavG  heen  made  to  dwellings  in  connection  v?ith  Overcrowding, 
Disrepair,  Sanitary  Defects  and  other  natters,  all  of  which 
resulted  in  only  2 Statutory  Notices  being  served  on  the  Owners; 
the  remainder  being  remedied  by  personal  contact  and  informl 
action.  In  regard  to  the  statutory  notices  it  will  be  seen 
that  further  legal  cacti  on  was  not  necessaryo 

CAMVANS  » (TEI^TS,  VANS,  SHEDS  & MOVE/.BLE  DWELDINGS). 

A sma.ll  number  of  Caravans,  etc;  liave  been  stationed  within 
the  Urban  District  during  the  year,  constituting  "dwellings'' 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  and  in  this  connection,  11 
inspections  were  made.  To  encroach  on  1952,  only  One  of  these 
Ccuravans  have  eventually  been  licensed,  the  sanitary  arrangements 
being  suitable  and  sufficient  in  all  respects, 

ACCOIMODATION. 

With- in  the  Urban  District  there  are  1231  inhcabited  dwellings 
31  of  which  are  Po.rm  dwellings.  In  addition  to  these  a very 
smal].  number  of  habito.ble  properties  are  vacant.  The  number  of 
Cotincil  dwellings,  including  those  which  ho.ve  and  are  being 
constructed  during  the  year  total  . . 23 t. 

To  consider  proportionally  the  number  of  dwellings  in 
relcation  to  the  Population  qnd  the  Acreage  of  the  Urban  District 
it  would  appear  tha,t  there  are  approx;  2^-  persons,  per  dwelling 
and  2~^  dv^rellings  per  acre. 

This  does  not  ©envoy  a true  x)icture  of  the  district,  as  much 
of  the  areo.  is  Farm  La,nds , but  is  quoted  as  an  interesting 
comparison  and  v^ould  assist  to  justify ■ development  on  a radial 
site  plan  centred  on  St.  Mary's  Church,  for  a lesser  number  of 
dwellings  per  acre  and  maintaining  all  Sanitary  amenities. 

HOUSING  SURVET. 

The  HoLising  Survey  is  still  being  conducted  as  and  v/hen 
practicable  and  although  when  completed  v;ill  furnish  information 
of  "vital  Health  importance"  it  is  regretted  that  progress  is 
slov/,  biit  will  be  facilitated  with  additional  and  essential 
office  equipment  which  may  be  regarded  as  "the  tools  for  the  job". 

OVERCROWDING. 

During  the  yea.r  the  known  cases  of  overcrowding  in  fa,milios 
were  increa.sed  from  2 to  9j  o.nd  V7hat  may  be  described  as 
progressive  achievement  for  the  Health  and  Housing  Committees  is 
the  record  of  the  re-housing  of  7 of  these  families  and  of  8 
other  families  v\rho  were  occupying  accommoda,tion  dangerous  or 
injurious  to  the  health  c;:?  th-5  inhnbitaTtito'  by  reason  of,  congested 
living  conditions,  sanitary  defects  and  ba.d  arrangements  of  sub- 
standard dwellings.- 

This  re-housing,  which  may  be  said  to  be  a minor  number  v/hen 
compared  to  the  major  local  issue,  involved  62  persons  who  are 
now  enjoying  the  health  and  environmental  benefits  of  improved 
ac  c ommo  da  t i on . 
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During  the  yeur  the  nunher  of  f unilies  occupying  the 
temorary • acconnodcition  at  Mere  I/Ianor  has  been  reduced  by  apiprox; 
45^?  i,e.,  fron  9 to  5.  Of  these  faniiies,  3 are  included  in 
previous  paragraph  and  1 other  renoved  by  ov/n  private  arrangenents . 

Adverting  to  the  overcrowded  faniiies  it  is  a credit  to  the 
liason  betv^reen  Council,  an  Owner  of  private  property,  and  the 
Occupants  thenselves,  that  by  one  person  being  allocated  a 
Council  dv/elling,  it  enabled  2 other  faniiies,  then  living  in  1 
house,  to  abate  their  overcrowded  conditions  by  private  arrange- 
nents - the  result  being  8 persons  relieved  of  unsatisfactory 
housing  conditions.  (This  latter  8 persons  also  being  included 
in  the  total  of  62). 

It  nust  be  nentioned  tha,t  these  are  not  the  total  nunber  of 
faniiies  re-housed.  Many  others  have  been  re-housed  during  the 
year  for  nany  and  various  reasons  and  records  could  shew  a far 
greater  nunber  of  persons  who  arc  now  re-housed  in  dwellings 
¥/ith  all  the  amenities  of  a "FIT  HOUSE"  as  reconnended  by  the 
Central  Housing  Advisory  Connitteo. 

At  this  point  it  is  conveniently  desirable  to  reflect  on  the 
ultimate  aims  of  Council  - Connitt'Jes  - Officers  - viz;-  "the 
re-housing  of  persons/f anilies  who  are  living  in  conditions  and 
circumstances  tho.t  are  prejudical  to  health  and  unsatisfactory 
however  the  case  nay  be,  and  the  raising  of  better  housing 
sto.ndards". 

This  principle,  it  v/ould  appear,  is  nov7  being  defeated 
inasmuch  o.s  in  some  instances  persons  are  rc-hotised  to  suitable 
dwellings  (according  to  the  need  of  their  family  etc. ),  which 
arc  constructed  to  give  iniorovcd  acconnoda,tion  and  environnontal 
hygiene  and  shortly  after  coimenconent  of  tenancy,  in  some 
insto.nces,  are  enjoying  the  profits  of  sub-letting  a subsidised 
dwelling  o.nd  so  denouncing  the  principles  of  improved  and  better 
housing  standards,  or  indirectly,  o.dvocating  the  construction  of 
snail or  dwell ings . 

While  it  is  appreciated  that  sub-letting  is  pernissable  - 
(the  rising  cost  of  living  makes  this  a necessity  with  some 
persons),  (this  is  also  another  pointer  to  a reduced  nunber  of 
bedrooms  lor  certain  faniiies),  - perhaps  it  is  as  well  to  refer 
to  the  o.ppropriate  legal  provisions  for  determining  an  over- 
crowded family  and  v/hich  states  that  a dwelling  can  be  overcrowded 
although  the  Permitted  Number  is  not  exceeded  - viz;  a person 
sub-letting  and  crov/ding  children,  and  or,  adults  and  children 
in  ovm  bedrooms.  At  the  tine  of  application  to  sub-let  the 
nunber  of  xoroposed  sub-tenants  is  not  kno\m,  likewise  slceT}ing 
arrangenents  of  applicants ;- 

Housing  Act,  1938,  Sec. 58  (l).  A dwellinghouse  shall  be  deemed 
for* the*  purposes  of  this  Act  to  be  overcrowded  at  any  tine  when 
the  nuiaber  of  persons  sleeping  in  the  house  either ;- 

(a)  is  such  that  any  two  of  those  persons,  being  persons  ten 
years  old  or  more  of  opposite  sexes  and  not  being  persons  living 
together  as  husband  and  wife,  nust  sleep  in  the  sane  room;  or 

(b)  is,  in  relation  to  the  nunber  and  floor  area  of  the  rooms 
of  which  the  house  consists,  in  excess  of  the  Permitted  No.  of 
persons  as  defined  in  the  Fifth  Schedule  to  this  Act  .... 

Housing  Act,  1938,  Sec. 68.  "Room"  does  not  include  any  room  of 
a type  not  normally  used  in  the  loco.lity  cither  as  o.  living  room 
or  as  a bedroom.

COHSERVAHCY. 

This  year  1951  saw  a change  in  the  nethod  of  collection  of 
night-soil  and  the  enptying  of  Cesspools  and  Vaults  - viz:  the 
switch  over  fron  Direct  Labour  and  Hire  to  Contract. 

Daring  the  year  nany  nethods  and  sc hones  were  planned  on 
pa,per  and  over  the  office  table  but  always  the  sane  obstacle 
"reared  its  ugly  head"  - Labour  and  pa3naent  of  a suitable  wage. 

The  nearest  approach  to  a satisfactory  sanitary  speed-up  in 
the  cleansings  wo.s  v/ith  the  conbination  of  Refuse  a,nd  Night  Soil 
Collections.  This  too,  collapsed,  after  being  so  near  to 
operation  and  it  was  intended  to  use  a "utility  t5rpe"  tanlcer/ 
trailer  constructed  to  own  design.  Labour  foiled  this  attenpt, 
but  had  it  been  successful  the  ansv/er  to  the  Cesspool  problen  was 
not  solved  - inasnuch  as  a ’jealous  Authority’  was  still  dependent 
on  a neighbouring  Authority  and  v/hich  nethod  has  since  proved  to 
be  very  costly  indeed. 

The  Contractor  cornaenced  cleansings  fron  3rd  Decenber,  1951, 
and  work  Ir^as  proceeded  snoothly  and  very  satisfactory  without 
conplaint.  The  financial • and  tine-saving  assets  are  well  known 
to  Council,  except  perhaps,  that  the  cost  of  additiona.l  Cesspool 
enptying  is  approx;  50?^  less  than  the  Hire  Method  (Depwade  R.D.C.) 
and  that  when  any  Vaults  are  cleansed  in  addition  to  that  required 
by  contract,  a lo-rge  nunber  can  be  dealt  with  in  a few  hours, 
whereas  previously  sone  individual  Vaults  occupied  1 nan  v/ith 
Horse  for  at  least  half  a day.  The  Vaults  are  now  being  enptied 
by  suction  tanker. 

The  terns  of  the  Contract  are  such  for  ca  period  of  3 years  in 
the  first  instance  (terninable  3 months’  notice  on  either  side). 
That  all  pails  shall  be  enptied  at  least  once  per  week  and  all 
vaults  and  cesspools  enptied  at  leasf  twice  per  annum  @ 6|-d.  per 
House.  Additional  vault  and  cesspool  cleansings  at  15/-  per 
load.  Depv/ade  R.D.C.  now  charge  30/-  per  load  plus  a mileage 
charge. 

Although  the  financial  benefits  from  such  switch  over  in  this 
field  of  Public  Health  service  are  not  felt  immediately  the  burden 
of  some  extra  expense  is  the  appreciation  of  seivices  given  to 
in  "unsavoury  but  essential"  job  of  v/ork  and  I must  report  that 
the  generous  action  of  the  Council  to  retain  his  service  wo-s 
warmly  welcomed  by  the  past  Operator.  I believe  the  Citizens 
of  Diss,  particularly  those  who  occupy  hones  that  are  not 
connected  to  the  sewer,  also  welcomed  this  resolution. 
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The  revised  notor  vehicle  tanl^er  service  is  now  cleansing 
the  following  during  the  forenoon  of  2 days  each  week; 
cesspools  and  vaults  heing  dealt  with  by  a separate  suction 
vehicle  as  and  when  required  03^  order

A very  satisfactory  year  of  progress  fron  nany  points  of  view 
such  o.s,  reduced  labour  costs  in  relation  to  the  nunber  of  non 
enployed,  a .quicker  "turn' round"  at  the  Tipping  site,  less 
nainte.nanco  (new  vehicle),  an  inproved  type  of  vehicle  for 
c3.eansing  etc;  but  unfortunately  running  costs,  i*e,  petrol 
consunption  etc,  is  not  so  satisfactory  as  nay  have  been 
anticipOvted,  luring  the  year  the  vehicle  travelled  approx,  3OOO 
niies,  consunod  463  gcallons  petrol,  and  o.veragod  orl3?^  6,4-  niles 
per  gallon.  To  quote  x^-Gvious  nonthI!.y  rexoort; 

"Having  regard  to  the  contours  of  the  Urban  Pistrict  this 
Y/ould  apxDear  to  be  a very  iDOor  x^titrol  ■ consunxDtion  but  i.n  relation 
to  the  size- of  the  engine,  8 cylinder,  3O0OI  H,P,  and  the  nature 
of  the  v/ork,  can  be  regarded  as  not  unusual,  A snaller  engine 
would  have  done  the  work  for  this  tyx)e  of  Pistrict  equally 
efficiently  and  shewn  a better  n,p,g."o 

A total  weight  of  1196  tons  of  refuse  ho.s  been  disiiosed  of 
dtiring  the  year  - a nontM.y  overage  of  12<-  tons  10  ewis,  as 
compared  with  ICOO  tons  dui’ing  1990,  This  rray  be  attributed  to 
the  additional  nunber  of  houses  and  the  x^j^ovision  of  x^^op^r 
dustbins  to  all  prox^erties  where  required.

-31st  Lcconber,  1951?  e.ncl  during  this  period  a total  of  41  tons 

8 cwts,  of  nixed  waste  paper  and  cardboard  v/as  collected, 
realising  a total  po.ynent  to  Council's  account  of  £456.  2.  Sdo 
The  "built  up"  area  of  the  Urban  District  ¥/as  divided  into  4 
sub-districts  end  on  one  half  day  eonh  v/cek  a sepo.rate  collection 
was  nadc.  Towards  tho  end  of  the  year  this  collection  was 
curtailed  slightly  to  naintain  a weoklj?-  refuse  collection. 

The  loan  of  the  Trailer  for  this  purpose  by  Councillor  C.E.J. 
Gaze  has  been  a,  great  factor  in  achieving  this  effort  to  the 
National  Roarnanent  Programe  and  wa,s  a,lso  of  great  a,ssistanco 
when  organising  the  nethod  of  collection,  without  a serious 
interruption  of  the  refuse  service.  A pig  net  was  also  grate- 
fully loaned  by  Councillor  L.E.Hush  but  ho.s  since  been  replaced 
by  the  purchase  of  a proper  sheet* 

I would  like  to  express  iiy  thanks  to  Councillors  Gaze  and  ■ 

Ru.sh  for  their  assistance  in  this  Ra.tiona.lly  inportant  seiwice, 
anc’  to  Mr.  Jones,  3\([anager  of  the  Loca.l  Cinem,  for  his  co-operation 
in  a.dvertising  the  conpetiti-'n  and  collections  etc«  on  tho  screen. 
Publicity  bills  were  displayed  by  the  WauSte  Paper  Recovery 
Association  on  request  and  free  of  charge.  The  paper  wan  sold 
to  Messrs  Richardsons  Ltd.  Norwich,  who  supplied  the  sacks;  tho 
j)a.per  being  ba,gged  up  by  Council’s  enployees  and  check/  weighed 
by  the  Prince  Regent  Tar  Co™  for  a.  very  snail  fee  (l/-  per  load). 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  curtailed  collection  v/as  still 
in  operation,  but  quantities  are  reduced,  nninly  to  sone  local 
tra.ders  and  organisa.tions  rea.lizing  the  value  of  the  waste  paper 
etc.  and  finding  it  nore  i^rofitable  as  a source  of  incone  at 
other  'narkots’o 

PEST  CONTROL . 

The  work  of  pest  control  has  continued  to  work  very  satis- 
factory ¥/ith  the  enploynent  of  a part-tine  Opera.tor,  @ 2/6d.  per 
hour,  and  a,  certain  anount  of  success  in  this  respect  has  also 
been  achieved  through  the  co-operation  and  lias on  of  the  Min.  of 
Ago  & Fish*  representative,  of  the  Infestation  Control  Division, 
in  rego.rd  to  Ministry  properties  in  this  district. 

During  tho  year  a total  of  68  inspections  v^ere  nade  and 
treatnent  carried  oeit  to  30  properties.  Also  during  the  year, 
Council  resolved  tha,t  the  sun  of  lO/Od.  be  charged  in  respect 
of  Trade  prenises  and  5/Od,  for  each  subsequent  troa>tnent.  As 
to  farns  o.nd  farn  buildings  a charge  of  3(-'’-»  baiting  point 

for  each  initial  treatnent . 

Treatnent  of  the  sewers  v/as  carried  out  during  nonths  Ju3.y/ 
AugiJist  with  a very  satisfactory  negative  result.  A total  of 
37  nanholes  were  baited  during  a ’3  Consecutive  Day'  schene.

PETROLEQM  STOFJ^.GE . 

The  work  of  adninistration  of  and  installations  under  the 
Petroleun  Acts  has  not  changed  very  nuch  fron  the  previous  years, 
except  that  2 additional  Tanks  and  Puniis  were  satisfactorily 
installed  with  necessary  Eire  i^recautions , and  apioropriate 
Licences  granted  and  issued. 

The  Hone  Office  now  require  a 6 nonthly  return  of  all  loetrol 
storage  installations  where  petrol  is  sold  to  the  public,  with 
aniendnents  of  additions  or  otherwise.

Licences  are  issued  annually  subject  to  a Statutory  Fee 
being  paid  to  Council’s  account,  and  in  this  respect  a total 
anount  of  £26,10, Od.  is  received  annually.

Fron  the  above  Tables  it  would  appear  that  over  a period  of 
Three  (3)  years.  Tuberculosis  in  Hone  Bred  aninals  is  on  the 
decline  and  has  during  this  period  been  reduced  by  o,pproxinately 
50^,  v^hile  condenn.a,tions  fron  other  causes  appears  to  bo  on  the 
increase,  but  this  nay  be  attributed,  possibly,  to  increased 
production. 

Of  the  Seven  (7)  cases  of  Cysticercus  Bovis,  Four  (4)  were 
found  in  cattle  fron  Diss  Market,  One  (l)  Bumhan  I/fcirket,  One 
(1 ) Norwich  I/tirket,  and  One  (1)  Rugby  Market;  hence  it  shev/s  the 
infection  being  v\ridespread  throughout  the  count/y,  and  in  all 
probability,  throughout  the  Country. 

In  regard  to  the  Reta,il  Meat,  Diss  and  District  are  very 
fortumte  ina.snuch  as  approxinately  75?^  of  the  rationed  neat  in 
^■^B-her's  shops  is  Hone  Bred  and  not  frozen  Inported  neat. 

Also  fron  the  tables,  it  is  of  interest  to  note,  due  to 
increased  nunber  of -aninals  slaughtered,  the  assuned  increased 
consunption  of  Beef,  Mutton  cand  Pork,  over  the  three  years,  with 
a nore  or  less  consistent  nunber  of  population;  a snail 
proportion  only,  of  the  carcase  neat  being  distributed  to  other 
Districts  outside  this  area,  i,c,  Diss,  Depv/ade,  Hartisnere  and 
Eye.
